A very severe rain storm has prevailed 
here for tho last twenty-four hours. The 
ruin came down in torrents last night, ac- 
companied by thunder and lightning and 
t ho precipitation amounted to .'{.37 inches, 
anil rapidly washed away tho approaches 
to .several East Los Angeles bridges, part 
of Downey avenue bridge and Sangabect 
valley bridge were carried away. Streets 
near the river were submerged and resi- 
dents removed to other parts of the city.

Berlin despatches assert that the German 
government has received positive advices 
of continued concentration of French 
troops in direct, contradiction to instruc- 
tions alleged to have been issued by (ion. 
Boulauger. Late Paris telegrams confirm 
the reports that Alsace-Lorraine garrisons 
are being brought up to war strength, and 
give additional accounts of heavy move- 
ments of Gorman troops toward the 
French frontier. A Vienna despatch 
status that the minister of war has siid 
denly stopped work on French and Rus- 
sian contracts for magazine rifles, revolvers 
and munitions of war. Ml factories are 
now working exclusively on small arms 
and ammunition for the Austrian govern- 
ment.

Calcutta, Feb. 15,— Twenty-five thou- 
sand of the 75,000 prisoners confined in 
jails throughout India will he released to 
morrow as an act of clemency to com- 
memorate the jubilee of Queen Victoria, 
In selecting t he prisoners to be liberated, 
special pains will be taken to show len- 
iency to females. All persons imprisoned 
for debt throughout, India where the debt 
is under 100 rupees, will be liberated to- 
morrow, also, in commemoration of the 

jubilee. In these cases the government 
will pay the debts. 

Responsibility loY Wnr. 

Berlin, Feb. 15. -Commenting on a 
recent article in La France asserting 
France's disposition for peace anil that 
tho resposibility for war will rest, with 
Germany, the North German Gazette says: 
It requires all the effrontery of French 
journalism to dish up perversions of this 
nature. Articles in the same paper on 
October 11th .and December 18th an- 
nounced France as ready to light and ex- 
pressed a wish that the decisive moment 
bo not long delayed. They also proclaim- 
ed the tirm intention of the French to re- 
take Alsace-Lorraine, and added that war 
was inevitable at the Brst opportunity. 

THE CANADIAN FISHERIES. 

(loiiles ef Correspondence with the Govern- 
ment uf Great Britain. 

WasUIKOTON, Feb. 8. — The president 
to-day sent to the house, in answer to a 
resolution introduced by Belmont, copies 
of the correspondence which has taken 
place since December 8th last and up to 
the present time between the department 
of Htato and tho government of Greul 
Britain. Tho correspondence represents 
the features connected with the seizures 
made by the Canadian government 
through Minister West, to Lord Lands- 
downe, and gives his replies to such repre- 
sentations, which generally upheld the 
action of the authorities. One communi- 
cation from Lansdowno emphasizes the 
statement that the British government 
does not, dosiroto curtail tiny of the privi- 
leges enjoyed by the United States fisher- 
men in Canadian waters, but it, observes 
that there were just grounds for the 
action taken in respect to the Nelson and 
Steel. On November 30tli the Earl of 
[ddesleigh writes to Minister Phelps, say- 
ing (ireat, Britain is desirous of a just 
settlement of tho fisheries question, and 
is sorry not to discover a spirit of mutual 
concession on the part oftlio United States, 
and suggests tho submission of the details 
to a commissi! in. 

On December ltit-h Lord [ddesleigh, in 
a communication to Minister Phelps, 
transmits the apology of the Canadian 
government for having hauled down the 
flag of the Marion Crimes. Alluding to 
the seizure of the Everett Stool, Lord 
(ddesleigh says her Majesty's government 
greatly regret t hat, the incident alluded to 
should have occurred and they could 
"only renew the assurances conveyed to 
you in my note of the 30th ult, , that 
whilst firmly resolved to uphold the un- 
doubted rights of her Majesty's North 
American subjects in regard to the tish- 
orics, they will ecptnlly maintain the un-

He 
confidently predicts the return of tho 
government to power. 



THE DEFENSE OF CANADA. 

What Will be Done with the Cannon Sent to 
Esqulmalt, 

Chicago, Feb. ?.— The Times' Ottawa, 
Out., special says: Some mistake appears 
to have been made in tho announcement 
that the British government are sending 
out a number of eighty-ton guns for tho 
coast defense of Esijuimalt and Victoria. 
Twelve sixty-four pounders have been 
sent out from England, not for the arma- 
ments of forts, but to be placed either on 
board of British ships-of-war belonging to 
the Pacific squadron or to go into the 
naval reserves. Some time ago the British 
minister of war made application to the 
Canadian Pacific railway folks to know if 
they could transport one or more eighty- 
ton guns over their road. An estimate of 
the cost was given, with a model of the 
car which it was proposed to use if tho 
shipment was made. Since then nothing 
has been heard of the eighty-ton guns. The 
ollicer in command of the British Colum- 
bia district does not speak very favorably 
of the condition of the armament at that 
point, The guns he reports are few, with 
rotten timbers and carriages, while the 
guns are without sights. The batteries at 
Victoria and Bsquimalt, the officers say, 
are in a discreditable condition. 

MORE TROUBLE AHEAD. 

McCafferty's Nomination Withdrawn and 
Threats of Vengeance. 

Governor Swinoford of Alaska, has evi- 
dently got his work in at Washington on 
John McCafferty. The hitter's nomination 
as collector of customs for Alaska, has 
in withdrawn. The governor started 
to Washington after McCafferty's scalp 
shortly after the appointment was made, 
as stated by the Ledger some time ago. 
While at The Tacoma, en route east the 
governor incidentally mentioned that Mc- 
Cafferty was a man of no character and 
that the appointment was evidently a mis- 
take. Letters have been received on the 
Sound confirming the governor's opinion, 
while other letters say that he is well 
qualified for the position. A special dis- 
patch io Washington states that advices 
received there say that in the event of his 
nomination being withdrawn or rejected 
by the senate, McCafferty would wreak 
vengeance on those persons who opposed 
him. The letter was written before the 
nomination was withdrawn. When Gov- 
ernor Swineford returns to Alaska and 
gazes at McCafferty with a sort of cat-like 
I've-killed-the-canary expression, there 
will probably be some Irish brimstone 
floating in the Alaska atmosphere. Among 
the congressmen who recommended Mc- 
Cafterty for the position are Senator 
Kenna of West Virginia. Representative 
Patrick A. Collins of Massachusetts, and 
Delegate Toole of Montana. — Tacoma 
Ledger. 

RLDDLEBERGER EXPLAINS. 

W hy lie Voted Against the Fisheries Retalia- 
tion Hill. 

Chicago, Feb. 6. — The News' Washing- 
ton special says: Senator Riddleborger 
has written to a Now York Irish papor ex- 
plaining why he voted against tho Fish- 
eries Retaliatory Bill. In the letter he 
says: "I regard such retaliatory legisla- 
tion as child's play. What wo want aro 
cast defences, cruisers and men-of-war to 
resent insults as they are offered. If wo 
would have the respect of England we 
must command it, and there is but one 
way to do so. (inns tire better guaranty's 
than paper treaties."

We congratulate Mr. Mara most heart? 
ily on his election by acclamation for the 
Xalo-Kootonuy district in Uio liouse of 
commons. Any opposition that might 
have boon miiilo to luiu would have, linci 
no other effect than to put him to unne- 
cessary trouble and expense, no candi- 
date would have had the slightest chance 
of election against hiin. Air. Mara hns 
been identified with the local politics oi 
the province from confederation until thu 
last olection, and during the late term of 
tho assembly discharged tho onerous du- 
ties of speaker with tho utmost dogrue of 
credit. His lengthy experience in pro- 
vincial legislation will stand him in good 
stead in tho wider lield of Dominion poli- 
tics whore wo have already prophesied ho 
•will take a foremost place. He goes to 
Ottawa as a follower of tho government 
of Sir John A. Macdonald which deserves 
a Bolid support from this province, in re- 
cognition of tho great work which has 
been accomplished by it for British 
Columbia, in the faco of so many and so 
persistent obstacles, more especially on 
the part of the OppOBltion. A telegram, 
published this morning, tolls us of the 
tribute Sir John paid to Victoria for 
placing a scat at his convenience whou he 
was defeated in Kingston in 1S78. We 
may well believe he meant all he said. 
British Columbia will send six members 
to Ottawa to swell Sir John's majority. 
AVe have no fear of that. But the duty of 
this stronghold of libaral-conaorvatisiu is to 
select two men known by their past 
record to be faithful to the "grand old 
man" and the great party of which lie is 
the chief- -men who can be relied on to 
do their duty should a crucial test arise. 
Mr. Mara may be trusted to do that, and 
his unopposed election is asutlieient index 
that the principles which he advocates are 
those of the district which bo has now the 
honor to represent. .Such evidences of 
popular regard cannot fail to cheer the 
heart of the great statesman who is 
destined to guide for many years tin; for- 
tunes of this broad Dominion which he has 
shaped into a young but sturdy nation. 

RAILWAY N ECESSITIES. 

A very interesting and extremely valu- 
able pamphlet has just been placed on our 
' table by -Mr. Ohas. E. Perry, C. E. It is 
entitled "Railways of Canada, their Cost, 
Amounts of Aid given in Cosh and Land, 
&C." The work is compiled from the lat- 
est authorities, and the author presents it 
to the public "in the hope that the grow- 
ing necessities of railway communication 
n the province may be made more forcibly 
apparent, from a comparison with other 
portions of the Dominion, and that, atten- 
tion will bo drawn to I he pressing needs 
of a thorough co-operation between all 
shades of politicians in advancing the wel- 
fare of the country. Many dormant in- 
terests only await the breath of the iron 
horse to awaken to full and vigorous vi- 
tality. Since the completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacitic railway the attention of rail- 
way capitalists lias been directed to Brit- 
ish Columbia as a field for profitable in- 
vestment. The great areas of mineral 
wealth are beginning to be properly pros- 
pected and opened up. The valuable t im- 
ber lands are becoming better known, and 
vast acres of agricultural capabilities, 
hitherto neglected or hidifforontly men- 
tioned, are attracting capital from the Old 
World, and nut a few of the thrifty 
farmers of tho New are making this province 
their home." He points* out that it is 
plainly to the interests of a great corpora- 
tion like the Canadian Pacitic to develop 
all the interior traffic possible. A great 
reason for the very high local rates at 
present is the keen competition with -rival 
lines on through traffic, by through traffic 
being meant the traffic between the ex- 
treme or terminal points of the road, and 
the possible consequent necessity of re- 
cuperation at the expense of local traffic 
to intermediate points. Since the interests 
of the general community and the railway 
are reciprocal it follows that, within rea- 
sonable limits, all real grievances will in 
due time receive the consideration they 
deserve at the hands of those most deeply 
interested in the success of the railway. 
As Kirkman points out in his "Railway. 
Economy,'' the capital invested in I'nited 
States railways is so vast (amounting to 
$4,690,048,793.00 in 1878), and so deeply 
rooted and fixed in perpetuity in the heart 
of the country that its owners are always 
the first to apprehend any disaster to the 
people, and an; the tir.it. to discounten- 
ance any act the effect of which is to 
cripple or destroy the prosperity of 
those to whom they look for support, 
and without whom their property is value- 
less. Tlie aid given to Canadian railways 
in cash and land, according to the report 
of the chief engineer of railways and 
canals for 1881, 1885- aggregates for the 
Dominion government 8155,307,050. <>5, 
but thisdoes nut include the £750,000 bonus 
to the Escpiimalt and Nanaimo railway. 
Ontario's total is feS5,!)-l(i,!J8-!.5:.' ; Quebec's, 
gS.L'L'o.OJO-O-; -New LruiLswick's, ««, 
932,665.00; and Nova Scotia's §3,046,. 
5-10.00. The municipalities in Ontario 
gave $9,569,041.78; in Quebec, $4,112,- 
000.00; m New Brunswick, $316,000.00: 
in Nova Scolia, *l'50,<)00.00; in Manitoba, 
$525,000.00, making a grand total of 
$191,229,700.57. The province of Mani- 
toba has granted $1,000,000 to the Hud- 
son Bay railway, although only forty 
miles of the road ties within the province. 
The Dominion government expended in 
live years for railways $63,844,948, and 
this is exclusive of the Canadian Pacific 
railway loan, ami of the advance to the 
St. John bridge extension.

THE TREATY OF 181». 

What Its Provisions Comprehend. 

A correspondent asks for information 
as to tho Treaty of 1S18 and its provisions. 
Tho first article contains nearly all that ho 
wishes to know, and its language is suffi- 
ciently plain to need no explanation. It 
is as follows: 

f 'Whereas, differences have arisen re- 
specting tho liberty claimed by tile Tinted 
States for the inhabitants thereof to take, 
dry and euro lish on certain coasts, bays, 
harbors and creeks of his Britannic Ma- 
jesty's dominions in America, it is agreed 
between the high contracting part ies that 
tho inhabitants of tho United States shall 
have forever, in common witli the sub- 
jects of his Britannia Majesty, the liberty 
to tako fish of any kind on that part of 
t ie south coast of Newfoundland which 
extends from Cape Ray to the Rameau 
Islands — on tho western and northern 
coasts of Newfoundland, from the said 
Cape Ray to the Quipiron Islands, on the 
Bhores of the Magdalen Islands, and also 
on tho coasts, bays, harbors and creeks, 
from Mt. Joly on tho southern coast 
of Labrador to and through the Straits 
of Bello Isle, and thenco northwardly 
indefinitely along the coast, without, pre- 
judice, however, to any of the exclusive 
rights of the Hudson's Bay Company. 
And that the American fishermen shall 
also have the liberty for ever to dry and 
cure fish in any of tho unsettled bays, 
harbors and creeks of the southern part of 
tho coast of Newfoundland, here above 
described, and of the coast of Labrador; 
but so soon as the same, or any portion 
thereof, shall be settled, it shall not bo 
lawful for the said fishermen to dry or 
cure fish at such portion so settled, with- 
out previous agreement for such purpose 
with tho inhabitants, proprietors or pos- 
sessors of the ground. And the United 
States hereby renounce forever any liberty 
heretofore enjoyed or claimed by the in- 
habitants thereof to take, dry or cure fish 
on or within three marine miles of any of 
the coasts, bays, creeks or harbors of his 
Britannic Majesty's dominions in America, 
not included within the above mentioned 
limits; provided, however, that the Ameri- 
can fishermen shall be admitted to enter 
such bays or harbors for tho purpose of 
shelter and of repairing damages therein, 
of purchasing wood and of obtaining 
water, and for no other "purpose whatever. 
But they shall be under such restrictions 
as may bo necessary to prevent their tak- 
ing, drying or curing lish therein, or in 
any other manner whatever abusing the 
privileges hereby reserved to them." 

MANITOBA AGAINST DISALLOW- 
ANCE. 

Anti-railroad monopoly seems to bean 
irresistible card in Manitoba. Mr. Royal, 
speaking in Provenclier last week, went 
clean over to that side. Ho said the C. 
P. R. having boon completed, and having 
effected and established trade connections, 
ho (Mr. Royal) thought the time had ar- 
rived whon the government should give 
up its disallowance policy and permit the 
construction of railways to the boundary 
line to connect with American roads, and 
therefore he was prepared to pledge him- 
Bulf to the electors of Provoncher, as 
other conservative candidates in the prov- 
ince had done, that be would oppose any 
further interference with the construction 
of competing lines in the provinco, and 
would even go so far as to say that he 
would support a mot ion of want of confi- 
dence in tho government should they con- 
tinue to pursue the disallowance policy. 

THE BENNETT-MAC KAY PACIFIC 
CABLE. 

Ottawa, Jan. 27. —Mr. Sandford Flem- 
ing, one of the promoters of the Bennett- 
Mackay Pacific cable company, states 
that the company could not make any 
further progress with their work, until 
they had concluded negotiations with the 
governments interested in the carrying 
out of the enterprise and whose co- 
operation they were seeking. They had 
solicited assistance from tho Imperial ami 
Canadian authorit ies, as well as from the 
Australasian, Now Zealand and Hawaiian 
governments. Owing to the great dis- 
tances dividing these countries, much 
time would be consumed before final ar- 
rangements could be made, and tho com- 
mencement of tho work would depend 
altogether on the extent of the co- 
operation. The company wore, however, 
hopeful and looked forward to an early 
success. The enterprise would be of J 
great advantage to Canada, occupying tho 
central position she does on the lino. 

BEAD OUT OF THE CHURCH. 

A Divorced Catholic Excommunleated In Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. 

Louisville, Kv.. Feb. 3.— The tacts in 
a case which illustrates the rigid rules of 
tho Catholic church concerning divorced 
people has just been made public here. 
Michael McCoy, a grocer of this city has 
been excommunicated from St. Patrick's 
Catholic church, owing to his marriage 
with n Miss Emma Long after having se- 
cured a divorce from his wife. Miss Long 
lived next door to the McCoy family, and 
Michael became infatuated with her. so 
much so that he is accused by his neigh- 
bors of having maltreated his wife in or- 
der to compel her to secure a legal separa- 
tion from him. On the night of his nup- 
tials with Miss Long his neighbors and 
his former church associates surrounded 
tho house and threatened him with viol- 
ence until quelled by the police. In read- 
ing McCoy out of the church Father Law- 
lor denounced him and the marriage, and 
declared that ho would not tender the 
man his so vices though ho were upon bin 
dying bod. Ho also forbade any of the 
members of his church to speak to or in 
any way recognize McCoy. 

A TIPSY JUDGE 

Tries to Try a Muel Suit. 

"A remarkable scene was enacted in t he 
superior court of Detroit on Wednesday, 
January 5th," says the Boston Journal, 
"during a trial for libel. Judge J. L, 
Ohipman during the afternoon made fre- 
quent excursions from tho bench to his 
private oflice, which opens into the court- 
room. At 4 o'clock ho complained of tho 
time the case was consuming and inter- 
larded his complaint with eulogies upon 
tho plaintiff, the defendant and the 
various lawyers in the case. He said he 
had a positive affection for thoni and 
loved them all. Then he turned suddenly 
to the jury, and in a maudlin tone or- 
dered them to enter a verdict for the do- 
fondent. Tho lawyers were astonished, 
and tho counsel for the plaintiff says ho 
will ask the supreme court for a* reversal 
on tho ground that Judge Ohipman was 
drunk." Tho same paper says Judge 
Ohipman is a democratic member-elect of 
tho next congress, and ho is said to boa 
man of remarkable talents. 



THE ANTICOSTI COMPANY. 

Very Few Shares Applied For, anil Directors 
Resign. 

TORONTO^ Fob. 3. — A special cable to 
tho Mail says: The Canadian Gazette 
to-day contains a complete exposure of tho 
Anticosti Land company. It publishes a 
full list of the shareholders, who number 
only 'fifty-three, and shows that six of the 
British directors, including the most im- 
portant, have resigned their seats on the 
board. Only 1006 shares have been ap- 
lied for ojit of 2000 offered, of which 410 
were applied for on behalf of the directors. 
Tho Gazette strongly urges that legal pro- 
ceedings be taken to set aside the allot- 
ment; or, failing that, a mooting should bo 
called to decide on voluntary liquidation.

Latest advices from i lu- stock ranges are 
not of a very satisfactory character. The 
intense cold has continued and reports 
from various quarters record the fact of 
numerous cattle porishing. In Nicola it, 
is stated that two men have lust fifty head 
each, and in many quarters cattle have 
lain down novor to riso aguin. It is nol 

fr lack of food that the cattle are dying 

but the weather has been of that severe 
nature, and no shelter afforded on the 
ranges, thai stock in good condition have 
literally been frozen to death. Should 
the weather nol soon moderate it, is 
feared the loss in stock will reach alarm- 
ing proportions. Lata summer and fall 
were excessively dry and there will be no 
feed on the ranges when the snow leaves, 
no that those who have not a good supply 
of feed will be serious losers. Pioneers 
are comparing the winter with that of 
L805-0 when losses iu stock wore disas- 
trously large.

Mr. T- Davie moved, That a select com- 
mittee be appointed with power to call for 
persons, books and papors to enquire into 
and report to tho house upon the working 
of the "Small Debts Act," passed a* last 
session of tint house. 

Tin- mover said it would bo remember- 
ed that the act in question was passed at 
last session giving jurisdiction to stipen- 
diary magistrates to deal with civil cases 
to the extent of Slot). No question had 
been raised in the courts as to its consti- 
tutionality and in fact be had learned from 
the department of justice at Ottawa that 
it was constitutional. The working of the 
act through the province, however, was 
peculiar. At Naiiaimo it had been par- 
tially satisfactory. On the mainland it 
had worked disastrously, and in Victoria 
where the board of trade bad recommend- 
ed its passage in the legislature it diil not 
work at all. 

Mr. Bole pointed out some of tho ob- 
jectionable features of the act. 

Mr. Duns'iiuir said the act, worked well 
ami lu- would oppose any interference 
with it. lu Ilis own district he had heard 
a great deal said in its favor and be had 
heard nothing against it. 

Mr. Orr was not surprised that the act 
was in good favor in Naiiaimo if it were 
true as he had been informed, that the 
stipendiary magistrate there issued sum- 
mons free and also tried the cases free. 

Mr. Higgins happened to know some- 
thing about the matter as he had been one 
of the council of the board of trade who 
recommended the passage of the act. It 
Inul been the unanimous desire of the 
board of trade that the act, should be 
passed for the reasons that if a county 
court judge was not at hand the chief jus- 
tice or some other supreme court judge 
had to sit mi the case, which was a shame 
and a disgrace.

HOLE-1 N-THE-C0RNER MEETING. 

Tho second grit meeting was hold last 
evening in a room in Denny's building, 
reached by a narrow and circuitous pas- 
sage from Broad street. In this room tho 
followers of the Honorable Edward Blake 
in Victoria — about 40 in number — were 
assembled, President Richards, of .the 
Liberal Association, occupying tho chair, 
it is but fair to state that all present wore 
not voters. Tho object of the meeting 
was to bring out a candidate to contest 
Victoria distiict in tho liberal interest, 
Dr. Milne having declined the nomina- 
ation. There were some among tho 40 
who did not think tho grits should bring 
out any candidate mid expose their weak- 
ness and thero were others eager to has- 
ten two victims to Jhoir certain political 
destruction. Captain McCaUum wuk 
nominated and, before his nomination 
was seconded, got up to express his 
sense of gratefulness for the honor so un- 
expectedly thrust upon him. Coupled 
with his thanks was a very vigorous de- 
nunciation of monopolies. His nomina- 
tion having been seconded, it wna decided 
by vote that there should be two candi- 
dates put forward iu the liberal interest, 
and Mr. Richards was pressed to become 
ono of them. Mr. Richards said no; he 
had held office here and was not popular. 
It was then decided by another vote that 
there should lie only one candidate and 
that one should be Capt. McCalluin. 
Messrs. McLagan, Bodwell, Stuart, 
Richards, Conlon, Beaven and McCly- 
mont addressed the meeting. The fur- 
nishings of the room in which the meeting 
was held were exceedingly frugal, pre- 
sumably out, of deference to the now 
candidate's very radical ideas. There 
were only half-a-dozen seats in the place, 
and the walls were carefully whitewashed 
10 as to prevent anyone having regard for 
un un white washed appearance, leaning 
against them. There- was also very little 
light in the room, and this was to all in- 
tents and purposes a "hole in the corner 
meeting. " 

OPPOSITION TACTICS. 

The opposition presented a sorry spec- 
tacle on Monday last. The junior mem- 
ber for the city, in introducing his resolu- 
tion for a committee to enquire into the 
assertion of Messrs. Beaven and Grant 
that ballot papeis with the name of Mr. 
Beaven obliterated were supplied to elect- 
ors at the last general election, remarked 
that be believed that he was quoting the 
exact words used by tho honorable gen- 
tleman mentioned, when he employed the 
term "obliterated," but that there might 
be no doubt upon the question ho was 
willing that the resolution should be al- 
tered so as to accord with what the leader 
of tho opposition, and the member for 
Cassiar themselves claimed to have stated 
upon the subject, adding that the resolu- 
tion should have emanated from one or 
the other of the gentlemen themselves 
responsible for so serious a charge. 

The member for Cassiar then said that 
ho bad not used the wold "obliterated " as 
applied to the ballots, but had said that 
ballots were supplied which appeared to 
have a line drawn across Mr. Beaven's 
name; in answer to which Mr. Davie 
oftered to alter his resolution accordingly, 
when, to the astonishment of all, Mr. 
Beaven, whilst expressing himself in fa- 
vor of the resolution, objected to Mr. 
Davie making the amendment, so as to 
accord with what he and his follower, Mr. 
Grant, wished themselves to be under- 
stood to say. Follow ing .Mr. Beaven, Air. 
Bole proposed an amendment, entirely 
foreign to the subject, and one which, if 
carried, must have had the effect of neu 
tralizuig the resolution under discussion. 
Aii amendment to Mr. Bole s amendment 
wis then offered by the junior member for 
Cowichan, repeating the exact Words 
Messrs. Beaven and Grant claimed to 
have used upon the subject of the irregu- 
larity in the ballot papers. This Mr. 
Beaven first claimed to he out of order, 
and then the opposition, upon its being 
put, in a body voted in the negative. 
There is onlj one inference to be drawn 
from such conduct, and that is that Mr. 
Heaven ami his followers, thottgh express- 
ing themselves favorable to the investiga- 
tion, desired to see it. burked. 

Mr. Grant was reported in The Colo- 
nist to have used the word "obliterated," 
and several members were positive that 
that was the word made use of, but the 
member for Cassiar assured the house 
that no such expression ever escaped his 
lips, and as for Tin; Colonist he was not 
responsible for the way in which that 
paper had reported him. 

John turned pair as a sheet when Mr. 
Higgins. who had so far remained silent 
during the debate, produceda copy of the 
Times, Mr. Grant's own paper, which re- 
ported him as employing the self-same 
expression, "obliterated, '! 

.John's friends and small following 
looked disgusted at this discovery and the 
member for Cassiar turned a small 
armory of daggers towards the [dace 
where the reporter of the Times usually 
Lakes his notes, but that gentleman hail 
already made himself scarce.
